It violently. 


"Why should we skimp to provide an 


annuity for a lot of old teachers?" they 
•aid. "We don't propose to spend our 
lives In the schoolroom. We are In the 
bloom of our youth. We expect some- 
thing else." 


The "something else" these girls look 


forward to Is particularly misty In this 
time when men are scarce and. what Is 
more. 80 often undepcndable after they 
are caught. 


In some places women teachers have 


been wiser. 
By various meuns, by 


taxing themselves, by giving entertain- 
menta, by securing donations from 
private Individuals and inducing city 
authorities to appropriate money to 
their fund they have accumulated suf- 
ficient to provide nn annuity for every 
teacher when her time comes to retire 
on account of age. In some Instances 
the annuity reaches 1400 to J600. This 
Is the case In Cincinnati. In New Jer- 
sey the women teachers, with Miss 
Kllzabeth Allen, principal of the Hobo- 
ken normal school, at their head, have 
themselves established a fund for re- 
tiring teachers who belong to their or- 
ganization.
